Mr. CLAUDS HAJ-LIllPiC, the manager of Allright ParicLng Garages 
was interviewed and first stated that he did not ranember any thing 
about the afternoon of November 23. 1963. except that JACK RU3I did 
come in the the parking station and that he did use the telephone. He 
did ranember that Jack Tiu'cy had made a telephone call and thought 
t‘ at he had asked for V.SS and he thought that the name of the 

person ihity talked to sounded like 'ISM'. Hallmark stated that he was 
not sure of just what was said. 

»-'r. Hallmark was interviewed a second time, by telephone and 
upon direct questioning, stated that he did not remember RUBY making 
a stateraant about the time of Oswald's transfer or on the point that 
he wanted to be present at the time of the transfer. Mr. Hallmark 
then changed thJ-S and stated that this was referring to Ruly asking 
questions on the telephone. That as far as he could remember, RUBY 
did not ask any questions about the Oswald case, his transfer froa 
the city Jail to the county Jail or the time of the transfer. 

Hallmark stated thJt as he remembered the events of the afternoon. 

Jack ftuhy came into the office of the parking lot and made a remark 
to the persons present that he was goi^ to make like a reporter. Hr. 
Hallmark stated that during the time Ruty was on the telephone, he 
did most of the talking and appeared to be giving information to the 
other person, the one he was calling, rather than asking questions 
and receiving information. Hallmark stated that most of the telephone 
conversation did appear to be dominated by the subject of the Presidents 
assassination and Lee harvey Oswald tut that he did not remember any 
specific remarks or statements nor did he "hear a specific question 
regarding Lee Harvey's transfer nor the time of the transfer.

Confidential informant T-1 states that SUBJECT cane to Dallas, Texas 
from Waco, Texas in 191*6. T-1 states that in November of 1961 STO^CT 
gave his place of employment as Local 51*0. Telephone number JDA£7-73uli 
T-1 states that SUBJECT'S credit is considered good. T-1 has no further 
information regarding SUBJECT.

Turlington was an employee of Subject at the Silver Spur 
Club, 1717 S. Erray, in the years 19U8 and 19fi9 as a dance hall 
officer and their friendship has continued since that time. 

Turlington was an employee of Vfestem Electric until lo^ 
and at that tine he moved to Waxahachie and went to work for the 
Waxahachie Police Deparbaent. Turlington was employed as a Police 
Officer for ten years until I96I and at that time he went into 
the Grocery Business. 

TarUngtoo stated that he had not seen Subject since one 
or two weeks before President Kennedy was assassinated, and then 
only for a few minutes. Turlington stated that Subject was a 
radical, but neier about politics. Turlington said he did not 
think Ruby was crasy but that he knew he was high tempered and 
liked to fight. 



Turlington further stated that Subject was a cloee friend 
of CECIL HAMILTOWj who is a union organiser and haa an 

office some whereon Oak Lawn avenue, Dallas. Subject is also 
a close friend of a Jewish man nmned KAPNING (fttu) who used to 
be in the Pundi Board Business on South Barwood Street in 19*50 
and 19?1* Manning la reported to be residing in Chicago, Illinois 
at the present time.
